Summary of Helos from the Far East. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The Pacific mail brings advices from this port to the 23rd 
May ; the French mail from London, March 27, arrived out on 
the 14th May, and the following P. and O. mail of April 3 was 
received on the 19th May. The Japan Herald contains the fol- 
lowing summary of news :— 


In our last mail summary we mentioned that the Formosan 
expedition had been countermanded. Such was the case, but 
those who believed that the affair was thus settled had not 
reckoned on the peculiarities of the Japanese. On the order to 
abandon the expedition reaching Nagasaki, which was the ren- 
dezvous, the soldiers refused to obey their officers, and even, it 
is-said, threatened their General, Saigo, so that he left them, and 
took refuge in Kagosima. Thus left to themselves, the soldiers 
put to sea in defiance of their orders, and the ships proceeded 
to Amoy, and from thence to Formosa. A part of the ex- 
pedition has already landed on that island. The Japanese 
Government, in order to prevent their ships being viewed as 
piratical, were obliged to stultify themselves, an t the 
responsibility of the expedition. What will be the upshot of 
the matter is unknown, but as yet no news has arrived of any 
collision between the Chinese and Japanese, although we know 
that the Chinese have been gathering both troops and men-of- 
warin the neighbourhood. Probably the local mandarins are 
awaiting instructions from head-quarters. Meanwhile, the Ja- 
anese have despatched a special Envoy to Peking, apparently 
with a view of deprecating the hostility of the Chinese. The 
various complications of the Formosan imbroglio caused, it is 
said, several resignations of Ministers, but we believe that only 
one (that of Kido) has been accepted. 
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The Japanese Government, with a view of showing how 
utterly false are the statements which appear in home papers of 
their liberal-mindedness, have just published a notification that 
the old notice boards defining the limits beyond which foreigners 
are not allowed to pass (and which have for years been allowed 
to fall into decay) have been re-erected. Latterly, also, in 
Yokohama, they have attempted to restrain foreigners from 
landing anywhere except at the Custom-houses, This, however, 
was at once put a stop to by the Foreign Ministers. 

Amongst other items calculated to add to the growing causes 
of complaint between the Treaty powers and the Japanese, may 
be mentioned the seizure of a servant of one of the secretaries of 
the English Legation, and also the attack and forcible carrying 
off of an English Legation guard from the precincts of the Lega- 
tion by the Japan police. Although the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs has personally apologised for both of these outrages, it 
seems necessary that measures should be taken to prevent their 
re-occurrence. 

With a view of appeasing those who were clamorous for a 
por saeco Assembly, the Government has issued rulea for 
calling one ; but as those having seats in it are all of them Go- 
vernment nominees, we cannot see that the people will derive 
much advantage from the deliberations of its members. It re- 
presents nobody but the Government itself. 

But little has been doing in imports since our last, but large 
arrivals have tended to still further depress prices. The Silk 
market also exhibits a downward tendency, with but few tran- 
sactions. The Tea season has opened briskly, at slightly lower 
rates than those of last season. Settlements amount to between 
3,000 and 4,000 piculs. 

A further instalment of the Shimonoseki Indemnity has been 
paid to England, France, and Holland. The share due to 
America is held in abeyance until instructions shall be received 
from Washington. 

An important case against the agent of Reuters Telegram 
Company, for damages arising from a non-delivery of a message, 
has been decided in the English Court substantially in favour of 
the defendants. 

Shimadzu Saburo has been appointed Sadaiyin, an office next 
in rank to that of Prime Minister.

NAGASAKI. 

Our advices extend to the 9th May ; the P. and O. mail from 
London March 20 arrived out on the 7th May. We take the 
following from the Nagasaki Express :-- 

The regatta was held on the 8th May. The day although free 
from rain could by no means be called a favourable one for the 
sport, as a strong, cool northwest wind blew during the greater 
part of the day, a most unusual circumstance at this port in the 
month of May. This, asa natural consequence, made a rough 
sea, and necessitated the removal of the rendezvous to the more 
sheltered spot, Nezumi-sima, or Rat Island ; but even with this 
change the races had to be contested for under very unfavour- 
able circumstances. Notwithstanding the unpropitious appear- 
ance of the weather, there was a very full attendance of visitors, 
both foreign and native, and a noticeable increase in the number 
of ladies who favoured the meeting with their presence. The 
fleet of boats which had brought down the spectators, ap- 
peared to be as numerous as on previous years, the 
amount received as subscriptions from the general public has 
been fully up to the usual average, and the number of events set 
down to be rowed for, and likewise the entries too, may be 
fairly taken as an indication that boating as a sport maintains 
its popularity. Races Nos. 1 and 2 fell through, on account of the 
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boisterous weather, and the same fate befel race No. 10, for the 
Niphon oe The principal event of the day, the Governor's 
Cup and likewise the Akindo’s Cup have again resulted in 
victories for the Club’s white boat Bashful Maiden, late Laura, 
and in the latter race the majority of the crews exchanged, but 
without producing a reversal of the two boats’ positions at the 
end of the race. The prizes were distributed to the winners by 
Miss Mackenzie, after the termination of the racing, and the 
speeches customary on such occasions were delivered. 

The following sentences have been passed at the Judicial 
Court at Saga upon men who participated in the late insurrec- 
tion in that ken :—A Samurai named Mine Josho, belonging to 
that ken, has been sentenced to hard labour for two years, and 
deprived of the rank of Samurai, for assisting the rebels and 
also inciting the Samurai in Fukahori to join them in the event 
of their attacking Nagasaki. Matsuda Noriyuki, also a Samurai 
of the same ken, for associating with the “ Yukokuto,” (ce. com- 

ny of patriotic rebels) and acting as the commander of the 
Seiechuisat from Ogi has been sentenced to a mitigated punish- 
ment of imprisonment with hard labour for seventy days, as he 
did not actually commit any overt act after he joined the move- 
ment. Yashimura Hikosaku has been punished with hard 
labour for forty days, as he conspired with the Yukokuta and 
came to Nagasaki as a spy for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether any of the regular troops had been landed at the latter 
place or not. Kaga Arata and thirteen other men who yielded 
to the persuasion of the rebels and marched to oppose the Im- 

rial troops, have been brought before the Court, but as they 

id not actually resist them they have been set free after receiv- 
ing a caution. Otsuka Kayemon, who visited several places by 


the order of the rebels, to ascertain whether the Imperial troops 


were on the march or not, has also been cautioned and dismissed. 


The same has been the case with Yeguchi Yotaro, a Samurai of 
* Saga ken, Hiraishi Bunzo, a merchant at Ureshino, in the same 


ken, and another Samurai named Moriquanhei, in Nagasaki ken. 


Hideshima Yoshiyo, a Samurai of the Saga ken, who assisted 

to purchase arms from foreigners for the use of the rebels, and 

eee inflammatory notices has been deprived of the rank of 
urai. 


An ex-Samurai, named Ida Shidzuka, a native of Shirakawa 


ken (Higo), has been sentenced to imprisonment with hard la- 
bour for eighty days, for swindling. Ee came here ostensibly 
for the purpose of transacting mercantile business, and durin 
his stay here stopped at Tsuruda Tori house, in Aburaya-machi. 
During his visit he deceived a Chinaman, named Chishiran, and 
from him obtained, under false pretences, fifteen pieces of silk 
stuff, and afterwards sold these articles to other men. In addi- 
tion to this, he failed to pay his house rent, and as the estimated 
measure of the value of his delinquencies amounted to twenty- 
nine yen, he has been sentenced to the above punishment, but 
has not been deprived of the rank of Samurai, as he lodged the 
complaint against himself, fearing that he would have been ar- 
rested by the Government had he not confessed. 

The four expeditionary vessels, consisting of the corvette 
Nitsin-kan, the gunboat TZvibo-kan, and the two chartered 
Japanese steamers AMviku-maru and Mituni-maru, which were 
detained here by rough weather, left for Amoy on the evening 
of the 3rd May. The two latter vessels conveyed the stores, 
&c., and about two thousand soldiers. 

Amongst the passengers who arrived by the Pacific mail 
steamer Golden Age, on the 3rd Ma , from Yokohama, is Okubo, 
the Minister for Home Affairs. e learn that the object of his 
visit here was to have an interview with Okuma, the Minister 
of Finance, who is in charge of the Formosa Expedition, and to 
deliver to the latter some instructions which he brought with 
him. Okubo, accompanied by General Le Gendre, returned to 
Osaka on the 6th May, by the Japanese steamer Cowun-maru, 
and from thence they will proceed to Takio by another steamer. 
Okuma, chief, and Saigo, second in command, still remain here. 

A fatal accident occurred on board the Japanese steamer 
Hosui-maru on the 3rd May. She left this port bound for 
Hiogo with a general cargo, but soon after she turned the 

int, near P2penberg, one of her boilers burst. Five Japanese 
Rrenien were in the engine room a few minutes before the acci- 
dent, but at the time it took place there was but one there, and 
he was killed almost instantaneously. The accident will necessi- 
tate her cargo being discharged in order that she may undergo 
repairs, which will take some six weeks to complete. 

An officer named Moriyama, who went to Tokio in January 
last, by order of the governor, and returned here after receiving 
authority from the Educational Department, has, in conjunction 
with a teacher named Matsuo Tsunenori, from the College of 
Tokio, established a school here, for the preparation of teachers 
to be employed in the colleges in this ken. Twenty-five students 
finished their studies at the end of last March; and a further 
number of eighty or ninety are now undergoing preparation. 

The flag-ship Tron Duke left her> on the 6th May for Yoko- 
hama. The French transport fence, last from Hiogo, arrived 
on the 5th May and left again on the following day for Shanghai, 
en-route for home. We hear that her departure for the south 
has been hastened owing to the receipt of news that affairs in 
the vicinity of Tonquin are wearing a serious aspect. 

The American steamer Shafteshury has been sold to the 
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ese Government, and has changed her flag. We under- 
stand that she is to be employed for the present in the Formosa 
expedition. sone 

A severe shock of earthyaake of rather lengthened duration 
was felt on the morning of the 5th May and aroused most of 
the residents from their slumbers. 





REPORT OF THE “MESSAGERIES MARITIMES.” 

We have already announced the dividend detlared at 
recent meeting of shareholders, and we now lay before 
readers a brief résumé of the various headings of ths Com fi 
Report for 1873, which has been published in the Journas Offeiel 
at Paris. 

Matériel Naval—There is a nett increase of f.440,136 under 
this head, which includes the cost price of ships afloat, &., as 
well as the amount expended on vessels in course of construction 
and being fitted out. ‘The value of ships afloat is increased by 
f.1,061,568, after making allowance for depreciation, &., and 
for vessels which have ceased to form a portion of the Com- 

ny’s fleet. The increase is due to the two large steamers, the 
await and the Anadyr, having been completed and put on 
the Shanghai line. Five other steamers have been fitted with 
compound engines, and two of these five have been lengthened. 
There are still two large vessels on the stocks, the Orénoque and 
the Djemnah ; the former is for the Brazil line, and the latter, 
which will be ready by the end of the current year, is for the 
Indian and China line. Improved machinery will shortly be 

rovided for the Indus, Donnai, Dupleix, and other vessels, On 
ec 31 last the Company had, afloat and on the stocks, sixty-aix 
vessels of 23,150-horse power and 173,079 tons. 

Approvisionnements of every description at the various agencies 
show an increase of f.191,684, mainly attributable to a larger con- 
sumption of coal and the rise in the price of that important 
article. 

Outillage, mobilier et apparaux, immeubles et etablissements.— 
Under this heading there is an increase of £.325,233, which is 
chiefly owing to the acquisition of real property at Ciotat, Port 
Said, and other places. Several small steamers also have been 
provided to facilitate embarkation and disembarkation at Con- 
stantinople, Port Said, and Hong Kong. An iron wharf, too, 
has been erected at Saigon. 

Trésor créancier.—At the end of 1872 this debt to the State 
amounted to 4,203,333f.,and on December 31, 1873, to 3,152,500F.,, 
showing a decrease of 1,050,833f., which is caused by the pay- 
ment of the ninth annual instalment. 

Fonds d’amortissements.—The reserves under this heading, to 
provide for depreciation of material, have advanced m 
48,910,343f. to 49,357,543f., an increase of 447,200f. 

Under Fonds d’assurances a brief allusion is made to the 
melancholy circumstances of the loss of the Vil, last March. 

Valeurs de caisse et de le boatasd show a decrease of 4,406,421f,, 
an absorption of the disposable resources of the company, which 
is naturally explained by the increased activity of its operations, 
and the enhanced price of all necessaries. 

Exploitation—The vessels of the Company have performed 
voyages amounting to 603,632 marine leagues (after making cer- 
fain deductibas) as compared with 515,187 leagues in the pre- 
vious year, which is an increase of 88,445 | es, due to increased 
services in Brazil and China, between Marseilles and London, &. 
The steamers of the Company, taking them altogether, have at- 
tained an average speed of 10°15 knots. 

As regards traffic statistics, 121,312 passengers were conve 
on all the lines in the year ; 3,472,000 packages of merehandi 
nepoans a weight of 285,257 tons, specie, &c., f.197,682,618, 
which figures show an increase of 94, 18, and 19$ per cent. under 
the respective heads over those of the preceding year. The com- 
metcial result of the year exceeds that of 1872 by a little more 
than 13 per cent., or taking the different services, 13% per cent. 
in the Mediterranean, 4$ per cent. in India and China, and 34 
per cent. on the Atlantic, where a second line has been added to 
the Brazil and La Plata service, 4 per cent. per league has been 
gained by the conveyance of passengers on the Indo-China lines, 
and 64 per cent. in the Mediterranean. The directors promise 
to complete as soon as possible vessels more and more suited to 
the traffic, large steamers in fact of the Senegal type, which has 
been favourably received by passengers and the mercantile world. 

Déspenses a’ exploitution.—Owing chiefly to the high price of 
coal, the working expenses have increased more than 6 per cent. 
per league ; agency charges have remained about the same, but 
the Suez Canal tolls have been a serious item, amounting as they 
did in 1873 to f.1,707,658, which is reckoned to be an overcharge 
of no less than f.678,574. 

The Report goes at some length into the Litige avec la Com- 
pagnie du Canal de Suez, into the details of which it is unne- 
cessary for us to enter here, and the directors express a sincere 
hope that they may never have anything more to say about the 
matter to their shareholders. 

Liquidation de V Exercice, 1873.—The receipts of every na“*re 
amounted to f.52,444,758, and the expenditure (including de- 
‘dyctious of insurance, &c.) to f.46,357,020, leaving a surplus of 
£.6,087,738, from which, however, f.1,026,025 have to be de- 


‘ducted for the interest of obligations, The nett surplus, there- 
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fore, amounted to f.5,061,713, which is appropriated as follows : 
6 per cent., or £.253,085, are carried to the reserve fund, 
f.4,800,000 are devoted to the payment of a dividend of f.40 
per share, of which f.15 were paid on account in December, 
and the balance of £.8,627 is carried forward to the 1874 profit 
and loss account. 





KASHGAR AND CHINA. 


In the treaties into which we have just entered with Yakoob Beg, 
the Atalik Ghazee or Ameer of Kashgar, the independence of Kashgar 
is distinctly recognised, and the engagements there entered into were 
with the Ameer, his heirs and successors. Friendly relations have alsu 
been established between Kashgar and Russia, and Kashgar and Tur- 
key, but Lord George Hamilton in replying to a question put by Sir 
Charles Dilke upon this subject, referred to a conversation that took 
place in 1869 between Sir Alexander Buchanan and Prince Gortcha- 
koff, in which the latter represented the difficulty of entering into 
diplomatic relations with the Atalik Ghazee, in consequence of the 
treaties existing between Russia and China, which precluded the 
Emperor of Russia from fully recognising the independence of 
a successful insurgent against the authority of the Chinese Em- 
poss. The commercial treaty between Kashgar of 1872 though 

indicates that Russia has no hostile intentions against the 
Atalik Ghazte, may not therefore be sufficient to ensure for him the 
assistance of Russia in maintaining the independence which he won 
eleven years ago, and the advantage to Russia of remaining upon 
friendly terms with the Government of China may be sufficient to 
prevent her from interfering in the pending quarrel. That China will 
not relinquish Kashgar without a struggle is certain unless she is over- 
awed by the assistance which the Ameer may be able to obtain from 
foreign sources ; and what would be the result of a contest between 
the small army which Yakoob Beg could bring into the field, if left 
to himeelf, and the almost inexhaustible forces of China, it is not 
difficult to foresee. It is true that the soldiers of Yakoob Bey would 
probably be better disciplined and made of better stuff than the 
cowardly ruffians, commanded by treacherous and venal mandarins, 
who form the Chinese Army, and that man for man they would be 
infinitely superior, but the hordes of China would be able by mere 
force of numbers entirely to swamp the army of the Ameer. The 
Kashgarians, moreover, would be fighting for their independence, in 
fact for their actual political existence, and to wipe out the stain and 
avenge the dishonour of their conquest in 1756 by the Chinese. They 
might therefore be expected to sell themselves as dearly as possible ; on 
the other hand, the Chinese Government, as the Russian Professor 
Vassilieff points out in an article communicated to the Times a few days 
ago, has the greatest possible interest in recovering its lost province. 
“What obstacles,” the professor says, wiil dant Chinese vanity ? 
Neither time nor expense nor distance can check it. Even though 
Turkestan brought no profit to the Imperial Treasury, what right had 
ft to secede, and reject the advantages of Celestial rule ? But the Chinese 
are revengeful as well as vain when conscious of their strength. 
The legions will pour forth. Let us assume that at the firat encounter 
they will be routed ; what does that matter? China will never want 
for troops, let there be only no refusal to take volunteers,” Chinese 
vanity and Chinese revenge and rapacity are known to be insatiable, 
and actuated by these there can be little doubt that no expenditure of 
life will be considered too great to effect the restoration of the revolted 
province. The Chinese Government has, moreover, as the professor 
notices, shown recently a disposition to improve her army, and to adopt 
the inventions of modern military science, Her soldiers have been, 
and would be again, in the event of war, drilled and disciplined by 
or American officers, and be supplied with European arms, 
and the reconquest of Eastern Turkestan would undoubtedly be ef- 
fected. 


CONSULAR JURISDICTION AND THE SUEZ 
CANAL. 

F Mr. Baillie Cochrane (says The Times) has called the attention of the 
House of Commons to “ the difficulties which arise from the Consular 
Jurisdiction in Egypt, more especially as it affects our relations with 
the Suez Canal Company.” On this a strange, confused debate en- 
sued, the question of Consular Jurisdiction being mixed up with the 
question of the Suez Canal. Both are of the utmost importance, but 
they have not much to do with each other ; for, whatever may become 
of the “capitulations,” it is certain that the Canal, from its inter- 
national character and the magnitude of the interests involved, must 
always be managed diplomatically. The subject of the Consular 
Jurisdiction in Egypt and throughout the Turkish Empire may be 
considered without reference to this undertaking. Its importance in- 
Greases yearly us European genius and enterprise, and, it may be added, 
rascality pour into the East. In great cities like Constanti- 

nople and Alexandria, veritable Babels of diverse nationality, there is 
ne confidence in the administration of the law, civil or criminal. No 
man who does business can tell into what obscure Court, and before 
what questionable personage, he may not be dragged. The debtor or the 
wrongdoer will take refuge in the Court of his Consul, who is, perhaps, 
his own friend. In any case, the Consul has a natural feeling in favour 
of his countrymen, and this is sometimes displayed with cffrontery, as 
ff to be a partisan were the best proof of being a patriot. The reply of 
Mr. Bourke to Mr. Cochrane gives hope that the good sense of the 
European Powers will allow a more just and useful system to be insti- 
tuted. What was proposed, and what. in one form or another, is 
~ fikely to be finally accepted, is a mixed ‘Tribunal, in which European 
and Egyptian Judges shall sit administering justice on principles which 
will satisfy the European Governments, and having jurisdiction over 
the whole body of European residents. An International Commission 
gat at Constantinople, and its recommendations were accepted by this 
country, but rejected in part by France. The French Government 
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presented a scheme which was also accepted by England. The Ger- 
man war put an end to the negotiations for atime. Last year a Con- 
ference was held at Constantinople, when the Viceroy and the Repre- 
sentatives of the various Powers assented to the scheme of France. 
Since that time France has raised another difficulty of detail, but the 
Queen’s Government hopes that this may be overcome, and the system 
receive the general assent of the European nations. 

The Hour says that it has been made manifest that the question of 
the Suez Canal is one which it is impossible to regard as settled, and 
which it will not be practicable always to shelve. The fact that it is 
not even settled what should be done in time of war—for no arrange- 
ments have been made for the neutralisation of the Canal—is enough 
to prove the necessity for some international agreement being come to 
on the matter. To this subject Her Majesty’s Ministers are doubtless 
giving their attention, and they will ere long be prepared with a dis- 
tinct policy under which the international character ot the Canal will 
be ensured. In the meantime the suggestion thrown out by the mem- 
ber for Hythe that England might secure influence in the management 
of the Canal by providing capital to widen and render it permanent, 
deserves at least to be taken into serious consideration. There is no doubt 
that at present the Canal ia not so secure as a highway from the West 
to the East as it might be easily made. By widening and deepening it 
it would be possible to avoid the danger, which is by no means fictitious 
or trivial, of the Canal ceasing to be available for its present purposes. 
There are other mattera—as we have scen—which ought also to be dis- 
cussed ; and the whole position of the Canal, its management in the 
future, the means to be taken to ensure its permanence, the judicial 
instrumentality for settliny disputes, and the neutralisation of the 
Canal in tiine of war, are all points which must be taken into careful 
consideration. 

The Standard saya the Canal, our Government has always contended, 
belongs to an Egyptian company—the Khedive himself representing 
nearly two-thirds of the shares. As a body the company is subject at 
present to the Egyptian laws, whatever may be the nationality of the 
managing director, or of the principal sharcholders. Such being the 
case, we might suppose that the French Government would be no less 
desirous than our own to come into the arrangement which has been 
proposed—an arrangement which clears up all doubts as to the jurisdic- 
tion in mixed cases, and which is certainly as fair for one Power as for 
another, supposing them all to be equally disinterested. This question 
is getting every day of greater importance, and presses for a solution. 
The Suez Canal is an anomaly, which may any day become dangervus. 
Its epicene character, half public half private ; its double purposes, part 
commercial, part political ; its combination of the trading speculation 
with territorial dominion, render its continued existence, undefined and 
unrestricted, a very serious menace to the peace of Europe. 








Xrterature,

In the Oriental for June there appears, under the head of “ Un- 
requited Service,” a paper on the discovery of tea in Assam some 
forty years since by Lieutenan* (now a retired Colonel) Charlton, 
of the Bengal Army. The writer complains that beyond receiving 
the gold medal of the Agricultural Society of Bengal, Colonel 
Charlton has gained nothing by the discovery. In a paper en- 
titled “China” the writer displays an interest in China and 
Chinese matters amounting almost toenthusiasm. He evidently 
is not of opinion that his countrymen share his views on the 
subject, for he writes, “Not only are Chinese affairs completely un- 
known to the general body of Englishmen, but the few who know 
anything on the subject vary decidedly in the feelings they enter- 
tain towards the inhabitants of the Central Land.” The writer 
thinks that there is a wonderful unanimity of feeling, however, 
among Englishmen upon one point, that is in the consideration of 
the nativesof China as adistinctly inferior race to themselves, and 
whom a kind Providence has created, multiplied, and preserved 
for the special advantage of British commerce and industry. The 
progress made by the Chinese is pointed out in this paper, and if 
it were not that for every word of praise the writer can bestow 
upon the Chinese an equal amount of dirt is thrown upon the 
estern intruder who has thrust his ideas upon the Celestial in 
an obtrusive and impertinent manner, the paper might be read 
with greater interest. 


The Gentleman’s Magazine for July completes the first v lume of 
an entirely new series, and the contents are very interestirg. Mr. 
Francillon’s “Olympia” is continued, together with the “Water-side 
Sketches” and “ Men and Manners in Parliament.” This latter 
paper is very readakle, dealing as it does with the peculiarities 
of members of the House of Commons. A further instalment of 
a“ Rambling Story,” by Mary Cowden Clarke, is also given, and 
Mr. Blanchard Jerrold contributes a chapter on the late Mr. 
Van de Weyer. 

Mr. Frederic Marshall, in an article in the Fortnightly Revixo, 
entitled “ Justice Abroad,” describes the manner in which ex-ter- 
ritorial privileges and Consular jurisdiction were first obtained 
from Turkey in the sixteenth century, and proceeds to say that:— 

Analogous conditions have been successively extracted by various 
means from Persia, Muscat, Siam, and Japan. In all these countties 
English subjects are now amenable to their Consul only as regards dis- 
putes between themselves, and to the tribunals of the nationality of the 
defendant in disputes between Englishmen and natives. In China we 
go further still, and refer all cases in which our countrymen are inter 
ested, either with each other or with Chinese, to our Consuls, who “ if 
they cannot arrange them amicubly, shall request the assistance of the 
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local authorities and decide equitably.” 
same time we have everywhere obtained that our goods shal 
into ail these countries at duties of either three or five per cent. 


He then depicts the case of the Japan treaty under the desig- 


nation of Gobi:— 
The Government of the Gobi Desert wishes to present some observa 


tions to the Government of England with reference to the treaty which 


at present binds them to each other. 


At the time when that treaty was first agreed the inhabitants of 
Gobi knew absolutely nothing of European habits, laws, or principles,

Thereupon, as history relates, the captain shot at the peaceful inha- 
bitants of Gobi city, killed twenty-nine of them, and set fire to the 
palace of the king. The arguments thus employed did not permit 
either resistance or discussion ; the Government of Gobi consented 


to make a treaty; but as it had no idea what a treaty was, or what 


ought to be put into it, the Government accepted, with its eyes shut, 
the form of treaty which the captain was pleased to indicate. Then 
the captain went away again, carrying his treaty with him. We burnt 


the people he had killed, and we rebuilt the palace he had burnt. 


A year afterward another ship appeared. The captain landed, and 
with him came an Englishman, who said he was the Consul, and that 


he had come to judge disputes between our subjects and his country- 
men. We did not understand him, but he told us it was in the treaty, 
so we did not say anything for fear of cannon. 


Then more Englishmen began to come to Gobi, bringing with them 


opium and brandy; our people bought these things from them, and be- 


came, in consequence, very wicked. So the Government told the Consul 


that it would not allow any more such things to be brought to Gobi, 
because they did damage to our people ; but the Consul laughed, and 
said, ‘It is in the treaty.” The Government looked again at the treaty 


(which it had never comprehended), and a saw a clause in it which 


gave Englishmen the right to bring into Gobi and to sell all manner of 
goods, on condition of paying to the Government three per cent. 
Directly the Government understood this it complained to the Consul, 
who laughed again with much contempt, and said, “It is in the treaty.” 
At last the Government got very angry, and told the Consul it would 
break 80 abominable and unjust a treaty, but the Consul laughed®once 
more, very contemptuously indeed, pointed to the ship, and said 
‘* Bombardmen:.” 

So the Government discovered that Gobi had become a sort of pro- 
perty of this Consul, and it was very much annoyed and felt ashamed. 
But, as the treaty was only made for twenty years, the Government 
decided to wait in patience, and to avoid being shelled, with the design 
of putting an end to the horrible treaty as soon as the twenty years 
expired. When that time came the Government told the Consul (it 
was not always the same Consul, but all the holders of the post were 
alike) that the treaty was finished, and that he could goaway. History 
tells us that the Consul langhed more violently than ever, and that he 
exclaimed to our Minister of Foreign Affairs (he had obliged us to create 
a functionary of that name), “ Treaty finished! Treaties never finish. 
A treaty once made goes on for ever. Besides, the clause you speak of 
says only that the treaty shall be revised. I am quite ready to revise 
it.” Our Government looked at the treaty once more, found out that 
this was true, and said, with a deep groan, “Well, if we can't put an 
end to it, let us revise it ; so strike out those two clauses about Consu- 
lar jurisdiction and the right of importing everything at a duty of 
three per cent.” Thereat the Consul laughed so much that we hoped 
he would be suffocated, but he came round again, and answered, ‘“ Poor 
foolish people, revision gives no rights to you, it only gives rights to 
us ; the reason being that we have ships and that you have not.” So 
we had to sign another treaty, confirming all the old conditions and 
adding many new ones. After this the English became singularly in- 
solent and brutal ; they all treated us as if we were despicable and con- 
temptible ; the newspapers they published in our country were full 
of abuse of us in very vulgar language ; but the jurisdiction clause did 
not permit us to interfere, and when we spoke about it to the Consul 
he said that it was “all right.” 

After a time there arose in Gobi a desire for instruction ; we opened 
schools ; we learned to read English books; we sent young Gobians 
abroad to study European teaching, and, by degrees, we found out 
many things of which we had not suspected the existence. Profiting 
by this first insight into knowledge, we imitated Europe, and silently, 
without telling anybody, we instituted a Commias:on to examine into 
the nature of the relations between European States. That Commis- 
sion went to Paria and to London, and to many other places, under pre- 
tence of buying brandy (for the Consul was so hard on us that we did 
not dare to let him know what we were about), and, two months ago, 
it presented ita report to the Government of Gobi. 

Thus far we have spoken here historically, as slaves of the English 
treaty; now we are going to speak morally, as becomes a free and inde- 
pendent nation. 

When first you sought us out you found us powerless and ignorant ; 
we understood absolutely nothing of the demands which you addressed 
to us ; We posseased neither ships nor forts, nor troops nor guns ; we 
were as unable to appreciate the conditions which you called upon us 
to admit as we were incapable of resisting them by arms. Blindly and 
impotently we accepted them ; in our weakness and inexperience we 
could but yield ; you obtained our signature to stipulations of which 
we in no way comprehended the injustice, the gravity, or the conse- 
quences. We submitted to the dictation of superior strength and su- 
perior knowledge ; we allowed you to impose on us a customs’ tariff for 
your goods, and to deprive us of all jurisdiction over your citizens 
within our territory. 
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For many years we continued to remain ignorant of the true signifi- 
cation of these events. So long as we were isolated from the world, so 
long as we had no opportunity of examining not only the material 
causes of the prosperity of states, but, still more, the motives and the 
objects which guide their policy, it was natural that we should rest 
silent under engagements which, though we suspected them to be mon- 
strously unjust, we were unable to measure by the standard which you 
yourselves apply. 

Now, however, our position has become different. 

We have learned that absolute independence of interior action, and 
absolute equality of exterior relationship are rights which are claimed © 
by and accorded to every State in Europe and America, however small 
its population, however limited its influence, and whatever be its form 
of orcrnment We have thus acquired the proof that the sentiment 
of universal justice exists, and is applied everywhere without hesitation 
and without discussion. 

It has become evident to this Government that the one object of 
Great Britain in forcing it to accept this treaty has simply been to 
render trade more advantageous for English citizens. In other and 
clearer words, we have been constrained to adupt international obliga- 
tions which every Christian people would reject with anger and dis- 
dain, to assume a position of absolute inferiority, to abandon our sove- 
reign right of equality and independence, in order that a certain 
number of your traders may make a larger profit out of their transac- 
tions with our people. Reduced to its reality, defined in ita true sense, 
this is what our treaty means. 

And you tell us that, as we have once signed this treaty, it must go 
on for ever. You inform us that a signature extorted from our igno- 
rance and our fear is to bind us 9s long as our two nations last. You 
point to Turkey as a precedent, and you assert that the “ principles” 
of Consular Jurisdiction and cheap tariffs are admitted by all Eastern 
countries, and that we must bear our fate like all the others. 

We might have gone on bearing it in silence, as we have done for 
fifty years, if, amongst the information which we have recently ac- 
quired, there were not one more fact which we have not mentioned 
yet. We have discovered that there is in Europe a force more powerful 
than gunboats, of which Ministers and Governments have to take 
account, which influences emperors and kings, before which even 
Consuls tremble. That force is public opinion, and we place ourselves 
in its succouring hand. 

We claim to fix our tariff without dictation from abroad ; we claim 
to judge the crimes committed by foreigners in our territory ; we 
claim the power of punishing Englishmen who insult us, and we en- 
treat public opinion to grant these claims. If England thinks that 
our laws are too barbarous to be applied to English subjects, we shall 
presume to ask, modestly and gently, that Englishmen will be pleased 
to stay away from us until we have civilised ourselves sufficiently to 
be worthy of their contact. In the name of the pride which we now 
know that nations cherish, do not let Europeans ill treat us and make 
money out of us both at once. 

For these motives we declare—not to a Consul whom we fear and 
hate, but to the entire British nation—that we will not renew our pfe- 
sent treaty, and that if England sends a fleet to frighten us into sub- 
mission we will accept destruction rather than injustice. 

What should we reply to a proclamation such as this? Should 
we go to war upon it? Should we send a fleet to Gobi to force 
it to renew engagements of which the whole history is a shame? 
Or should we wake up to a sense of the ill that we have done, 
own that the Government of Gobi is right, and that we are 
wrong, and declare that we will have no more of this? 


The July part of All the Year Rownd contains a paper entitled 
“ Chinese Shops and Shop-signs,” which gives more information 
on that subject than we remember to have seen brought together 
in so brief as The article appears to be, in some measure, 
a compilation, but the writer has been careful to put forward 
nothing but what can be corroborated by any one who is at all 
familiar with the interiors of Chinese cities, and his remarks 
about Peking kite shops will probably be new to many people. 
The system of shop-signs and sign-boards is clearly SepNaisd: 
and some quaint examples are given of the peculiarities of the 
Celestials in this respect. 

Mr. Duffield Jones, formerly of the China Consular Service 
contributes “ Notes about Tea” in the current number of Good 
Words. His main object, he tells us, is “to offer some explana- 
tory remarks with regard to the names by which some of the 
principal varieties of the leaf are known among the Chinese.” 
He also glances “ briefly at a few incidental matters appertain- 
ing to the tea-trade,” and amongst other things he says a few 
words on the subject of home adulteration. Considering that 
Mr. Jones’ article must have been in type when Mr. James 
Barringer gave his evidence before the Committee of the House 
of Commons, to which we alluded in a leading article of our 
last issue, it is somewhat curious to notice a coincidence between 
his remarks and that gentleman’s revelations. Mr. Jones fur- 
ther tells us that a friend of his once saw a notable lot of “greep 
tea from Canton without any tea-leaves in it at all, the precious 
importation being entirely made of some other leaf. This ta is 
said to have been made in Macao, and was sold in London and 
shipped to the Continent.” 


Sir Samuel Baker contributes a valuable paper on “ Slavery 
and the Slave Trade” to the July number of Macmillan’s. 
There is also a notice of Mr. Holman Hunt's “Shadow<é 
Death,” and a paper on Jules Michelet in the current number, 
in addition to the Irish story “Castle Daly.” Dean Stanley’s 
addresses on Bunyan, and on Arnold and Rugby are like- 
wise reproduced. 
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Besides the article on “‘ Chinese Railways,” on T Beside tins aidicl Gs < Ciliies Hal wav” on Wiel Salas | eel oh Gace Une ound ous ep Gu anda ee we have 
commented at some length, the last number of the China Review 
contains several papers and notes of interest and value, the most 
noticeable of which are a painstaking dissertation on the ‘“‘ Tablet 
of Yii,” by Mr. C. T. Gardner, of the Canton Consulate, and a 
paper on the “Geographical Distribution of Commercial Pro- 
ducts in Kwang-tung,” by Mr. F. Hirth, Ph.D. Mr. C. F. RB. 
Allan’s translation of the “ Young Prodigy” and Mr. Oxenham’s 
“History of Hankow and Hanyang” are concluded in this 
number. We notice, with pleasure, the industry of Consular 
officers in supporting this magazine with valuable contributions ; 
they cannot turn their spare time to better account. 


The July number of the CornAzll contains a paper entitled 
“ Leih-tsze,” by the Rev. F. S. Turner, which we fear will not 
prove 80 attractive as it deserves, to the general run of magazine 
readers, The commencement of his article is written in a style 
which is, to use an Americanism, rather “ played out,” and we are 
much surprised to find him speaking of the Yellow River as 


the Hoang-ho. We fancy that few Sinologues nowadays would 
think of writing thename thus. Leih-tsze, we find, lived in the 
feudal age of China, when the area drained by the Yellow River 


was divided into a hundred petty kingdoms, dukedoms and 
baronies, practically independent. Some 200 years after his 
death a conqueror from the west of this agglomeration of petty 
States welded them all into a despotic Empire. Wishing to ob- 
literate the memory of everything that could dim his own 
glory, “‘ he resolved to commit to the flames every memorial of 
the past, in order that the history of humanity might begin with 
his reign.” This book of Leih-taze, of which Mr. Turner writes, 
was one of those which gee oe We fear that no great gain has 
resulted to the human race from this fact, for not much can be 
said in favour of “ the naturalistic philosoph of which Leih-taze 
is a representative,” though it is quite true that “it can do us no 
harm to learn whither it led them and what it ended in.”

The manufacture of the 80-ton gun which is now ‘going on at the 
Royal Gun Factories, Woolwich, excites considerable interest, the gun 
being more than twice the size of any one at present in existence. The 
steel block from which the inner tube or lining is to be made is believed 
to be the largest piece of steel ever produced. It is twenty-five feet in 
length and twenty-five inches in diameter at the thickest end, but is 
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t.pered off towards the muzzle, where the strain of the explosion be- 
comes less. It weighs about twelve tons. The trunnion-piece, which 
weighs eighteen tons, has also been manufactured and is the largest 
largest forging ever produced at the Arsenal.

The actual pro- 
portion per 1,000 of men tried was less, as some were arraigned twice 
to four times each. The number of men tried was only 12,024. Two 
courts-martial were quashed, and the sentences of six others were not 
confirmed. 

An order has been received at the Government dockyards from the 
Admiralty stating that at the election of members of Parliament for 
dockyard boroughs all the registered electors employed in the dockyards 
are to be granted a half-holiday on the day of polling without their pay 
being deducted. Electors belonging to the dockyard who have county 
votes are also to be granted a half-holiday on the day of polling with- 
out loss of pay.

THE HEALTH OF THE CHINA FLEET. 
The annual report on the health of the navy—a massive Blue- 
book—has just been porniied: We give a summary of the re- 
port relating to the China station :— 


The squadron comprised 22 vessels, and there was a marine detach- 
ment in Japan. The returns are incomplete, but the force reported on 
is estimated at 2,950. The total number of cases entered on the sick- 
list was 4,743, Seventeen proved fatal, and 126 were invalided—a re- 
duction in both. In the febrile group of general diseases 368 cases 
appear. On the whole, however, the squadron was very Pama 
its death-rate being the lowest on record. A single case of 
poxoccurred in the person of an officer of the Iron Duke, flagship, 
at Hong Kong. Five cases of dengue occurred in the Elk, three 
among officers, and two among men. The disease appeared in 
the form of an epidemic at Amoy, and three out of the five cases 
were contracted there. The fourth case was contracted in Takow, 
Formosa, and a large number of the Chinese were affected by it. The 
fifth patient was also believed to have taken the disease in Fourmost 
There was a single case of enteric fever in the marine detachment ia 
Japan. The cases of simple continued fever numbered 217, of — 
one proved fatal, that of a marine on bvard the Zebra. The shi 
which thellargest number of cases occurred were the Barrcsa (88), the ins 
ceas Charlotte (22), and the Ringdove (19). The outbreak on beard the, 
Barrosa was while the ship was in dock at Aberdeen ; and the surgeon. 
(Mr. W. Anderson) says, “I have no duubt whatever that this outbreak 
was mainly attributable to exposure to the intense heat of the sun, 
whether on shore or under the awning on board, and to the heat and 
insufficient ventilation caused by the overcrow' ding of the crew on board 
during the time the ship was in dock in a vitiated atmosphere ; and I 
would strongly urge that in future when it may become necessary to 
dock a ship at Aberdeen during the summcr months, the crew should 
be transferred to a hulk, and that only those whose presence is abso- 
lutely necessary for the safety of the ship should be left on board.” 
The cases in the Ringdove occurred at Shanghai and Hong Kong, and 
were due in different cases to exposure, fatigue, errors in diet, atmo- 
spheric vicissitudes, and similar common causes. There were sixty-six 
cases of ague and seventy -seven of remittent fever under treatment in the 

| squadron during the year. The ships in which they prevuiled moet 
were the Barrosa, the Cadmus, the Juno, and the Zebra. Many of the 
cases on board the latter were contracted on the coust of Borneo, where 
the men were exposed to malarious influences while away on duty in 
boats. In the constitutional group of general diseases there were 659 
cases. Those of rheumatism numbered 197. There were 145 cases of 
various forms of diseases of the nervous system, one of which proved 
fatal. Eighteen cases of sunstroke were under treatment, and two (from 
the Thistle contracted at Hankow) were invalided. A case of heat apo- 
plexy—that of a boy of the Cadmus at Shanghai—proved fatal. In con- 
nection with this case, the surgeon (Mr. J. E. Dyas) remarks :—“With 
hardly an exception the deaths from heat apoplexy in Shanghai might 
with more correctness be classified as deaths from drink poison. I here 
use the term ‘drink poisoning’ instead of alcoholism, for the simple 
reason that alcohol is the least hurtful ingredient in the liquor sold in 
the grog-shops which crowd the disreputable quarters of these settle- 
ments. Gin can be bought at various places in Hongkew for $2 per 
dozen, bottles included. In the deadly mixture of sulphuric acid, 
kerosene oil, and bang, which can be sold for this price, alcohol muat 
count for very little. I am told that Hongkew gin is an excellen: 
blister for horses.” Of diseases of the circulatory syatem there were 36 
cases, and 1 of organic disease of the heart proved fatal. It occurred in 
the person of u seaman of the Zebra. The cases of disease of the rer- 
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piratory system numbered 410, and of the digestive system 945, 4 
proving fatal. Three cases of dysentery, and 18 of diarrhooa occurred 
on board the Hornet while at Saigon. The assistant-surgeon (Dr. W. 
H. Colahan) attributed them to chills, ‘ Water,” he says, “ very fre- 
quently geta credit for being the vehicle by which the dysenteric poison 
an admission to the system. In our case, however, it cannot be set 

own to this cause, for nothing but condensed water was used whilst at 
Saigon, and for some considerable time previously, and our men had 
not been on leave, so that it secms reasonable to infer that its channel 
of introduction to the system was the respiratury surface.” There 
were 102 cases of diarrhoea in the Iron Duke, most of them occurring 
in Japan, and especially at Yokohama. The staff-surgeon does not 
think the disease was attributable to the water. ‘“ I have examined (he 
says) that of Hong Kong, Nagasaki, and Yokvhama; there is not a 
shade of impurity in any of them, at least nothing that permanganate 
of potash will show. Nagasaki and Yokohama showed rather an 
unusual quantity of the chlorides, ten grains at least to the gallon, 
which might be owing to carelessness in bringing it off, or soakage 
through the floating tank. The inhabitants of Nagasaki speak very 
highly of the water there. At Yokohama I was told, on shore, that the 
water is slightly brackish. Diarrhoa is not very prevalent at either 
place. All the waters are beautifully clear and transparent.” Of dis- 
eases of the urinary, &c., system there were 321 cases ; of the organs of 
locomotion, 10 ; of the cellular tissue and cutaneous system, 1,032 ; 
of unclassed diseases 72, Six cases of delirium tremens occurred in 
the squadron, viz., two in the persons of officers, two in petty officers, 
one in a non-commissioned officer of marines, and one in a seaman. 
A case of lead poisoning occurred in the person of the painter of the 
Juno. In the Sulamis, six men of a mess partook of some small fruit 
received on board at Tasman Bay. They were all attacked by symptoms 
of poisoning, and, without applying to the medical officer, each took a 
Mustard emetic, which relieved thom all immediately, with the ex- 
caption of one man, a atoker, who touk a large dose of mustard without 
taking a sufficient quantity of warm water. He ultimately recovered. 
There were 650 cases of wounds and injuries of various kinds, twenty- 
eight of burns and scalds, and four of submersion and drowning ; and 
of these, five of wounds and injuries were invalided, and four of 
wounds and injuries, and all the cases of submersion and drowning, 
proved fatal. Of the fatal injuries, one was a wound of the abdumen, 
caused by the bursting of a gun-barrel ; two men sustained fatal frac- 
tures and internal injuries by falling from aloft ; and one man from a 
similar cause sustained fatal fracture of the skull. One man was 
drowned by falling off a pontoon, one by falling over a brow, one by 
falling through ice, while employed at Tientsin breaking the ice clear 
of the ship, and one man was found drownel. 








In the course of the report, the surgeons point out the disastrous 
effe:t which the temporary suppression of surveillance and the closing 
of the Lock Hospital at Yokohama have had on the crews of the ships 
on the station. During the twelve months no less than 337 cases of 
contagious disease were under treatment; and the vessels which 
suffered the most were the Barrosa, the Iron Duke, and the Juno. 
The Marine detachment also suffered severely. The surgeon of the 
Barrosa, says :—“ The increase in the number of cases contracted at 
Yokohama is mainly attributable to the fact that the prostitutes of the 
Yoshiwara (the place where the registered prostitutes were domesti- 
cated), ‘who had hitherto been the slaves of the brothel keepers,’ were 
granted their freedom by the Japanese Government ; and being free, 
they one and all left the place. Even those who were under treatment 
in the hospital were allowed to go, while still suffering from disease. 
Many of these have since voluntarily returned, and a new establishment 
is being erected for their reception, where it is expected that all the 
arrangements will be on a more satisfactory footing than hitherto. It 
was during the break-up of the Yoshiwara, however, that our men 
were granted general leave; and all the cases which occurred at that 
time were contracted in public-houses kept by Europeans and Ameri- 
cans in the foreign settlement, where diseased women were allowed to 
resort for the purpose of prostitution. These irregularities were repre- 
sented to our Consul, but as the owners of the houses were not British 
subjects, little could be done to put a stop to them.”

THE SIAMESE-INDIAN TREATY. 

(June 80th.) Sir G. Batrour asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether the Treaty lately concluded between the Go- 
vernment of India and the King of Siam had been communicated to 
the Foreign-office ; and if so, then whether any and what Consular 
officers were to be appointed to carry out the Treaty. The hon. member - 
also asked the Under-Secretary of State for India whether the Treaty, 
as published in the London and China Telegraph, of the 28rd of June, 
was authentic, and if so, whether any modifications could still be made 
in the Treaty before its final ratification ; and when a copy of the 
Treaty would be laid before Parliament.—Lord G. Hamitton informed 
Sir G. Balfour that the Treaty, as published in the London and China 
Telegraph, was authentic ; that the Treaty had been ratified, and, there- 
fore, it was impossible to modify it. He would produce the Treaty if 
it wero moved for.—Mr. Bourke said the duty of seeing the provisions 
of the Treaty carried out would be performed by Mr. Knox, our Consul

THE WOOSUNG BAR. 

(July 2nd.) Mr. R. Rep asked the Under Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs if his attention had been called to a telegram which appeared last 
week,stating that the Chinese Foreign-office had finally declined to under- 
take the operation of dredging the Woosung Bar ; and if he would in- 
form the Ifouse what was the latest intelligence received at the Foreign- 
office on the subject, and what further steps Mr. Wade had taken to 
induce the Chinese Government to attend to the matter.—Mr. BouRKE 
stated that the latest intelligence received at the Foreign-office on this 
subject was dated June 11, and it was not satisfactory. At the same 
time the Government had no reason to believe that the Chinese Go- 
vernment had refused to improve the bar of the W River. 
Under these circumstances, and as the correspondence was still going 
on, it had not been necessary for the Government to decide on the 
future steps they should take.

DEPARTURE OF THE REV. C. P. SCOTT FOR CHINA. 

On the evening of St. Peter’s Day a special character was given to 
the Second Evensong at St. Peter's, Eaton-square, to adapt it to the 
oocasion of the departure of the Rev. C. P. Scott, who has been working 
in the parish as curate for more than three years, as a Missionary to 
China. At the commencement of the service a procession, consisting of 
the full choir and seven or eight clergymen, with Mr. Scott and the 
Vicar, entered the church singing the well-known hymn, “ From Green- 
lanc~ icy mountains.” All of the large congregation present felt the 
beauty and fitness of the service throughout, from the General Confes- 
sion to the “ Lighten our darkness” before the address. The feeling 
was perhaps strongest in the “Lord, now lettest Thou Thy servant 
depart in peace,” and in the Creed. The address was given by the Rev. 
Q. H. Wilkinson, the Vicar, from the tex. 2 Tim. ii. 1, “ Thou, therefore, 
my son, be strong in the grace that is in Christ Jesus.” 

After a few warm, cheering words, spoken in the name of the con- 
gregation, to Mr. Scott, the Vicar added, “ No words of mine can pos- 
sibly tell him how much we love him, rather let us show that love by 
silent united interceasion on his behalf that God the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost, our eternal God, would pour on him the blessings that he 
so much needs, and for this purpose there will now be five quiet silent 
minutes’ prayer.” 

After silent prayer the large congregation joined most heartily in the 
Missionary Hymn “Speed thy servants, Saviour speed them, &c." A 
few collects followed, and the final blessing was pronounced by the 
Vicar. The hymn “Crown Him with many Crowns,” was then sung 
as a recessional, at the close of which a large number of the congrega- 
passed through the vestry to take leave of Mr. Scott, the appreciation 
of whose ministry has been abundantly testified during the last few 
weeks by the number of gifts which have been made to him, including 
8 purse of £210, presented on Monday morning. 


BUDDHISM AND CHRISTIANITY. 

On the 21st ult. the Bishop of Victoria in the course of a 
sermon preached at St. Mary's, Newington, on behalf of the 
Church Missionary Society, gave an interesting account of the 
practical effects of Bhuddism as the religion of China. His lord- 
ship said that not long ago Buddhism was spoken of in Westminster 
‘Abbey as a living religion almost on a level with Christianity. With- 
out entering into a controversy on the subject, he said this was an 
entire mistake. He had paid hundreds of visits to Buddhist temples, 
and all he could say was jthat if the vencrable abbey were filled with 

isgusting images for worship ; if the dean and his clergy were to chant 

ight and day a lot of unmeaning jargon ; if all those engaged in the 
service of the abbey, in fact, were lazy, illiterate, sensual, opium-eating 
priests ; if the nave and aisles and cloisters were filled twice a year with 
& gay throng of people to keep high holiday and make prostrations 
before the idols ; if on such occasions there were mountebanks and so 
on outaide the building, while the smoke of incense within was mixed 
with the smoke of tobacco and loud babbling was heard on every side ; 
if such formed part of our worship, then, and not otherwise, might 
Bhuddism be fairly compared to Christianity. Alluding to the subject 
of missions, the right rev. preacher said that the missionary labourers 
in China were Roman Catholics, who had priests everywhere, and next 
Americans, Congregationalists, Presbyterians, Methodists, Baptists, 
whilst, he was sorry to say it, the Church of England came last of all, 
and was far behind in missionary enterprise in that country. The 
results of the united labours of all the Protestant missionaries during 
the last quarter of a century was about 10,000 converts, The first 
great obstacle to missionary enterprise in China was tho intense un- 
willingness of the upper and governing classes to receive the teaching 
of foreigners or to have anything to do with them, and this applied 
not only to the Gospel but to things secular, such as railways, tele- 
graphs, and anything they could introduce into their country, and they 
would remain for ever, if they could, shut out from all the rest of the 
world. 














Sr. Anprew’s WarersipE Miasion.—The annval festival of St 
Andrew's Waterside Mission was held on the 29th June, the amni- 
versary of the foundation of the Mission Church at Gravesend. A 
large number of clergy from the county were present, with many 
friends and supporters of this ever-increasing mission. The afternoon 
sermon was preached by the Right Rev. the Bishop of Brisbane, that 
in the morning by the Rev. W. T. du Bonlay, vicar of St. Mary’s, West 
Brompton. The Very Reverend the Dean of Rochester, and the Rev. 
R. P. Coates, also took part in the services. The Rev. John Scarth, 
hon. secretary of the Mission, the Rev. Wilmot Buxton, the Rev. H. G. 
Lee, and the Rev. J. Matthews, who assist in the Mission work, were 
also present. The services were very hearty, and the great good done 
by this branch of the Church’s work was spoken of by both preachers 
with thankfulness, The St. Andrew's Waterside Mission is getting a 
world-wide reputation, and stations are ever opening up, as the means 
and opportunities for helping sailors abroad occur. Within the last 
month upwards of 1,900 volumes of books have been received at the 
Mission, and the library boxes sent out nearly equal one a day, besides 
large quantities of books forwarded to other stations, and many 

ibles, prayer-books, and magazines distributed every day. The 

Mission ha lately received its firat legacy in the shape of a library 
of books left to it by a lady in Yorkshire, the executors being 
the Rev. Dr. Vaughan, Master of the Temple, and the Rev. F. 

Pigou, vicar of Doncaster. The Bishop of Rochester, speaking of 

the Mission in his visitation charge last year, said :—While I am 

on the subject of Home needs and Home Missions, I am bound 
to mention to the promoters of such good works, as an instance 
a special need, the St. Andrew’s Waterside Mission. This was a 
«aigsion (the word has now become a fawiliar word) set on foot to affor 1 
spiritual aid to emigrant and other ships leaving these shores while they 
yet lay in the Thames ; in which are often to be found persons settin ; 
forth with little thought for any other provision than thet of things 
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needful for the body. Ten years ago the Rev. Canon Robinson, then In- 
cumbent of Holy Trinity, Gravesend, started it. It is now carried on by 
one who shared his labours and has since succeeded him as Vicar of Holy 
Trinity—the Rev. John Scarth. Last year he distributed about one 
thousand pounds worth of books; more than twelve hundred volumes 
were, in one month, sent to him for the purpose, besides thousands of 
magazines and tracts. He bears witness to a great change for the 
better in the religious feelings of both officers and. men ; and has many 
of the former acting as lay missionaries on board ship, the Mission sup- 
plying them with books for service and for distribution.” The Mission 
should be helped by all friends of sailors, and by all who wish to have 
the influence of the Church for good carried over the sea into all parts 
of the world. 

OrpINaTION oF MisstonaRies TO Cutva.—The Free Church Preaby- 
tery of Glasgow met in Free St. Matthew's Church, for the 
purpose of ordaining Messrs. Gibson and Barclay as missionaries 
to China for the English Presbyterian Church. The ordination 
service in Glasgow was a deeply interesting one. Principal Fairbairn 
preached an able discourse from the text “ Thoy that sow in tears shall 
reap in joy,” and after putting the usual questions, he proceeded to 
ordain the two young men in one act, laying a hand on the head of 
each. Dr. Andrew Bonar then addressed the missionaries in a 
singularly powerful and happy strain. He congratulated them upon 
the stimulus which they would have in China from the thought 
that if they did nut preach tu those with whom they came in contact 
no one else would. China was represented on the occasion by the 
Rev. George Smith, of Swatow, and the Rev. W. Macgregor, of Amoy, 
who made interesting statements regarding the field of the mission. 
The occasion was an unusually interesting onc, and notwithstanding 
the absence at this season of many who would have been there, tho 
large church was nearly filled, and there was a large attendance of the 
Presbytery. The destination of Mr. Gibson is Swatow, and that of Mr. 
Barclay Formosa. 

Dr. Lecce at New CoLLece.—At the annual assembly in connection 
with the close of the session at New College, yok Ae Dr. Legge, of 
China, in seconding the adoption of the report, sai his thoughte had 
been carried back thirty-seven years to the close of the session in High- 
bury College, onc of the largest athuents which flowed into New College. 
Great changes had taken place allover the world since that time. It 
was a change—and one which, he believed, was for the better— when 
various colleges about London merged into this institution. He felt 
sure that the course of study was, on the whole, a great improvement 
as compared with that of thirty or forty ycars ago ; and it would be the 
fault of the students if they did not go forth from New College in the 
future better furnished in sume respects than the majority of their 
predecessors could possibly be. 

We hea r that the Necretary of State for India in Council has at last 
granted the money required for building a new museum and Library 
upon the vacant ground opposite the India Office. The sum is said to 
be somewhere about £75,000. There seems to be little doubt that the 
Museum will be lodged at South Kensington during the ere¢tion of the 
new buildings. 

WE understand that Colonel Gordon has sent home an application 
from Gondokoro, to the effect that two officers of the Royal Euvineers 
may be sent out to join him forthwith. It is believed that Colonel Gor- 
don hopes to be on the Great Lake about November next. 

Tue Secretary of the Eastern and Australian Mail Steam Company, 
Limited, has written to The Times, contradicting the telegram which 
had been published about the steamship J’lintshire having been 
wrecked. ;

CONSULAR COURTS IN THE FAR EAST. 

THE question of Consular Courts in Egypt brought for- 
ward in the House of Commons by Mr. BAILLIE COCHRANE, 
leads us to look into the jurisdiction and practice of the 
Consular Courts in the Far East, where the same princivles 
prevail, though not, we are glad to say, leading to the same 
disgraceful results, as in Egypt. Still it does occur that the 
Administration of the law in some of the Consular Courts in 
China and Japan—if not of our own nationality—is any- 
thing but impar@al or just. On the conclusion of the Trea- 
ties with China in 1841 and the opening of the ports the 
Consular Court was an indispensable institution. No ma- 
chinery for a mixed Court then existed; but the case is 
very different now, after a lapse of thirty-three years. 
The establishment of the Supreme Court of China and 
Japan, and the mixed Court at Shanghai, is one step in 
the direction of relieving the Consuls of the responsi- 
bility of trying cases. It appears to us that the time has 
arrived for a reorganisation of the modes now in prac- 
tice of administering law amongst the foreign communities 
in China and Japan. To attempt joint action with all the 
owers having Treaty relations with those countries would 
he to relegate the scheme to the official “ pigeon-holes” 
possessed by all Consuls for shelved subjects. Opposi- 
tion, especially from the smaller Consuls and powers, 
would be without end. We are of opinion, therefore, 
that Great Britain, which has been foremost in opening 
China and Japan to the trade of the West, should be fore- 
moat in inaugurating a scheme for the adjudication of all 
disputes, which would include the presence of a Chinese 
or Japanese colleague on the bench. We cannot shut our 
eyes to the fact that the communities of China and Japan 
now contain very different ‘elements to those of a quarter 
of a century ago, and consequently the measures required 
for their government are of a different nature. When we 
view the other side of the question, viz., the trial of cases 
where British subjects have claims on Chinese or Japanese, 
we find an ample compensation for the adoption of joint- 
judges. The wrongs which British merchants have suf- 
fered from natives is too well known to need recounting 
here. In proposing that Great Britain should take the 
lead in the matter it is with the full conviction that the 
German and American Governments would be willing to 
give their adhesion to the scheme, and that once in opera- 
tion other powers would be constrained to join. We be- 
lieve that the adoption of this proposal would, to a great 
extent, remove the obstacles which now prevent the set- 
tlement of foreigners in other but the defined Treaty ports. 
It would in this way be fraught with many advantages to 

ourselves. 








THE VIENNA EXHIBITION, 

A SERIES of reports upon the principal features and 
exhibits of the Vienna Exhibition is now being prepared 
under the authority of the Royal British Commission, and 
will shortly be laid before Parliament. These reports are 
confided to eminent and well-qualified writers, and we look 
+o them for a considerable amount of information and en- 
lightenment. Professor ARCHER, President of the Scottish 
Society of Arts, reports upon pottery and porcelain, also 
upon glass and enamels ; Sir DicBy Wyatt reports upon 
the building ; Mr. BEvAN, on food products; Dr. W. H 
RUSSELL, on firearms; Mr. ANDERSON, on machinery ; 
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Colonel MICHAEL, on agricultural machinery, &. <A 
special feature of the reports will be found among those 
drawn up by foreign Commissioners. The Chinese Com- 
mission furnish a report upon the objects of Chinese manu- 
facture suited to English markets, and the Japanese are 
also expected to supply some interesting and instructive 
facts respecting the arts which flourish in their native land. 
We hear that the Museum in Vienna, to which the 
majority of the objects exhibited in the Chinese depart- 
ment of the Great Exhibition were presented, canxot 
maintain an independent existence, and is to be broken 
up. It relied at starting upon the new and valuable contri- 
butions it expected, and received, from the various coun- 
tries represented in the Exhibition, but either from want of 
funds, want of location, mismanagement or indifference, it 
has now failed to establish itself, and the many valuable 
objects consigned to its care will now bedispersed. Having 
been, in most cases, presents from foreign Governments, 
notably from the Chinese, we presume that these collec- 
tions cannot be sold, but will be transferred to other 
museums. At the time that the announcement of the dis- 
posal of the collection was made we regretted that some 
more appreciative home than the Austrian capital had not 
been found for the collection which had been brought to- 
gether with so much taste and judgment by Mr. Hart 
and his subordinates, and we now lament more than ever 
that London, Paris, or Berlin was not selected as the rest- 
ing place of a collection so unique and interesting. 


THE EMPEROR OF CHINA’S PILGRIMAGE. 

From time to time we have heard much abvut the 
projected journey of the Emperor of CHINA to visit the 
tombs of his ancestors, and the preparations that were 
being made in order that it might be carried out in a befit- 
ting manner. What with raising funds from the impo- 
verished province of Chihli for the repair of the tombs, 
and what with inspecting roads, inns, &c., the Governor- 
General, L1 HUNG-CHANG (better known to foreigners as 
Li Fura, the vanquisher of the Taiping rebels), must 
have had an anxious time of it, although these Western 
Tombs, of which we have lately heard so much, and which 
are situate in the district of I-chow, are only some eighty 
miles distant from Peking, in a south-westerly direction. 
This long-talked-of journey is now an accomplished fact, and 
from the details which we have received, it appears to us to 
be hopeful for a more enlightened régime under the present 
youthful occupant of the Dragon Throne. “ There can be 
no doubt,” says a Peking correspondent, “that the Em- 
“‘ PEROR appeared on the occasion under the most favour- 
“ able circumstances before his people. They saw him re- 
“ turning to his capital from the good work of praying at 
“ the tombs of his ancestors ; appearing on horseback in a 
‘manly way, his face bronzed from exposure to the 
“sun, and from time to time en route noticing the 
“aged men, who were present among his numerous 
“ subjects, in a way most gratifying to them. Know- 
“ing the reverential feelings which the Chinese people 
“entertain for their EMPEROR, we may surmise that 
“the spectators on this occasion, when they return to 
“ their homes, many of these situated in the most distant 
“ parts of China, will not fail to recount what they saw 
“on the 17th April, 1874, of his MasEsty and of his acts. j 
Looking at the matter from a purely utilitarian point of 
view, the EMPEROR, acting, doubtless, on the advice of 
prudent counsellors, has done two very wise things ; he 
has shown himself strictly observant of those most 
ancient and dearly cherished traditions of the Empire— 
reverence for the dead and the aged—which are the best 
traits in the Chinese character ; and further, which we 
hold to be a great point, he has shown himself publicly to 
his people, for his journey, we gather, was performed in 
broad daylight,and not in the usual hole-and-corner fashion, 
in which during the past winter he paid his nocturnal 
visits to the Temple of Heaven, There is one point, how- 
ever, in connection with this pilgrimage of the EmPEROR’S 
which, in our opinion, is deeply to be regretted, and that 
is its enormous cost, which we cannot but regard as, to a 
very great extent, simple waste. The sums required ft» 
meet the prodigal expenditure on the occasion have been 
wrung from a population which at the best of times is not 
over rich, and which at this particular juncture must, 
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owing to various circumstances, be more than usually 
poor. Unfortunately, too, we cannot hope that the ex- 
penditure of these large sums has done the good to the 
labouring classes of the district that would have accrued 
to them from similar causes in most other countries, for 
there can be little doubt that the greater part of the 
money, nominally expended on the repairs of the tombs 
and the making of roads, has really found its way into 
the pockets of corrupt and dishonest officials. 


Tae philosophers of Laputa, in Swirt’s inimitable satire’ 


amused themselves, we are told, by devising all sorts of 


imaginary projects for meeting and supplying the plain and 
practical requirements of everyday life. Statesmen and 
Officials in China, English and Chinese, appear to employ 
themselves in occupations not very widely dissimilar. The 
British Minister desires a most elaborate, complicated, and 
intricate system for teaching the Chinese alphabet to the 
ingenuous youth of the Legations, and the head of the 
Customs Service is constantly engaged, if report speak 
truly, in considering and preparing, issuing and recalling, 
orders and instructions relative to the organisation and ar- 
rangement of the staff over which he presides ; the British 
Minister shifts his men from port to port like pawns on a 
chessboard, though without any pretext of an ultimate 
design ; and, not to be outdone, Mr. Harr shuffles his 
pack of tide-waiters and clerks as if he were anxious to 
perform the well-known trick, which consists in bringing 
the knaves together in a conspicuous position. It is really 
time that the annual shifting of men in public offices should 
cease, for it is inconvenient to the public, irritating to the 
subjects of the experiment, and most expensive to the 
Governments concerned. 


A TELEGRAM which we gave in our last announces 
that the Chinese Government positively refuse to make 
any attempts to deepen the Woosung Bar. We have 
already pointed out in previous articles the obligations 
which should induce our Government to take up the 
matter, but so long as negotiations were pending it was 
desirable to await their conclusion. It will now be de- 
sirable for the various steamship owners and others in- 
terested to furnish the Foreign-office with a detailed state- 
ment of the losses they suffer on entering and leaving the 
port of Shanghai. We are glad to see that Mr. Rem, 
M.P., is moving in the matter, and that the telegram is 
not confirmed by our Government. 


In our Parliamentary reports it will be seen that Sir 
GEORGE BALFuuR has called attention to the treaty con- 
cluded with Siam by the GOVERNOR-GENERAL of India, 
and we regret to see from the reply of the Under-Secre- 
tary that no amendment can now be introduced, as the 
treaty is already ratified. We must here call in question

TEA. 

The market has continued very quiet, the demand from the trade 
and exporters has been very limited, and although the arrivals have 
been confined to Canton District, and Green Teas, prices for Congous 
generally have ruled in favour of buyers, owing to the desire of im- 
porters to close invoices prior to the arrival of new teas. The arrivals 
of Canton Teas have been large, and with a pressure to sell, prices have 
given way fully 2d. per lb. in Congous and 3d.to 4d. perlb.in common olive 
coloured Scented Capers, 1d. to 2d. per lb. in good kinds. Green Teas 
have also sold at very low prices for the common to medium kinds, 
their position being adversely affected by the working of the Adultera- 
tion Act. New Season’s Canton Capers : Common olive coloured have 
sold from 9}d. to 1s. per lb., being fully 3d. to 4d. per 1b. below pre- 
vious prices. Orange Pekoes : Canton kinds have been steady with a 
fair demand. Foo Chow kinds: Common to fair have sold $d. to 1d. 
per Ib. lower, good to fine have been wanted, but there are none in im- 
porters’ hands. The stock in the United Kingdom on the 30th ultimo 
was estimated at 62,102,000 Ibs., against 73,359,000 lbs., last year, and 
the quantity afloat (advices by letter) at 650,000 lbs., against 75,100 Ibs.

: SILK. 

The general tone has been rather better these last few days, but thus 
far this has not produced much business. Buyers seem all prepared to 
admit that prices are very low, but at present do not seem to care to 
anticipate their wants. As in 1873, we commence the second half of 
the year with a range of prices very different from those of January, 
and still more widely different from those of July, 1873—a difference 
one would expect that cannot fail to etimulate consumption. For the 
moment the long period of depression, fully two years, seems to have 
exhausted the courage of manufacturers, and thus far they show no 
symptoms of setting to work as in olden times to commence operations 
on a more extended scale, but we shall see ; it may be that a little con- 
sideration of the extremely low prices of the raw material may induce 
them to make a beginning. Our stocks, although large, showsome dimi- 
nution upon those of last year in all descriptions except China Silk, 
while prices are 20 to 25 per cent. lower. Arrivals in June :—China, 
1,443 bales ; Japan, 389 bales ; and Canton, 160 bales. 

Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw and Co.'s Circular says :— It is to be ho; 
that present low prices will really stimulate consumption. The market 
is now steady at the full rates of the Sale week, and although quiet, 
there is still some business doing daily, with a generally better feeling 
in the market than for some weeks past. Canton Silk appears to have 
been affected by the prices of common Tsutlees, the trade giving pre- 
ference to the latter at the present range of prices. Deliveries of Silk 
last month were again small, although better than in the previous 
month, and stocks show but little decrease as compared with this time 


last: year.
